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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 
26, 2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 6, 8-9 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by White et al. (US 5,725,592). 

White et al. disclose a modular prosthesis including: a neck member 1 10 having 
a tapered neck body 41 1 , a head-receiving support member, a tapered post 412 and a 
terminal distal end; a sleeve component 120 having a first elongated bore receiving 
tapered neck body 41 1 in a taper lock; and a stem member 130 having a second 
elongated bore 431 that receives tapered post 412 in a taper lock (Figs. 2 and 4, and 
col. 1 1 , lines 17-23). See marked up Figure 4 from White et al. illustrating features of 
Applicants' invention on the following page. It is noted that because tapered neck body 
41 1 mates with the female taper of the first elongated bore, stem 130 is located outside 
of the first elongated bore when the White et al. prosthesis is assembled. 
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White et al. also disclose a head component 112 that has a socket or coupler 
bore that mates with the head-receiving support member of neck member 110 (Fig. 2, 
col. 6, lines col. 8, lines 28-67 and col. 9, lines 1-7 and lines 34-37). 
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Definitions used: 

Bore: a cylindrical chamber or cavity (Source: The American Heritage® Dictionary of the English Language: Fourth 
Edition. 2000.) 

End: a part adjacent to an extremity (Source: Random House Webster's Unabridged Dictionary, Second Edition.) 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicants' arguments submitted under "REMARKS" in the response filed on 
January 26, 2006 are moot in view of the new ground of rejection. 



Claims 7 and 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 14-20 are allowed.
